Using the yarn and needles 
recommended in the pattern, 
cast on the number of stitches 
given in the tension square plus 
six more. In this case you would 
need to cast on a total of 28 
stitches (22+6). Making sure 
your stitches are not too tight 
or too loose, and working a knit 
stitch at each end of every row 
to prevent curling, work in 

SUBSTIT' TION 

Substituting the specified yarn for 
a different one can be an excellent 
solution to the problem of yarn 
that's hard to find or out of your 
price range, but you need to know 
the facts and avoid certain pitfalls! 



“ Make sure the yarn you choose 
has a tension that’s as close as 
possible to the yarn suggested for 




your swatch, use marker pins to 
indicate 10cm and count the 
number of stitches, including 
half stiches. Do the same with 
the rows. Now compare this to 
the recommended tension. If 
there are too many stitches 
your tension is too tight - 
switch to a larger set of needles 
and try again. Similarly, If there 
are too few stitches your 
knitting is too loose - try with 
smaller size needles.

Cast on 

Casting on is the basis of all knitting. There are several different ways to do it, 
but the two-needle method shown below is often considered the simplest to master. 



Making a slip knot 




1 Ho’ding the yarn under your left thumb. 

I wrap it twice around your left index and 
middle fingers, with the second loop closer to 
the base of the fingers. With the backs of the 
fingers uppermost, insert the tip of the needle 
beneath the first loop and over the second, 
and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the tv/o fingers and gently tug 
on both ends of yarn to tighten the slip 
knot around the needle. 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle. 

pulling it taut (but not too tight). Carefully 
insert the right needle into the knot from front to 
back, passing under the left hand needle. Wrap 
the ball end of yarn anticlockwise around the 
point of the right need e. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 
original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of 
the left hand needle into the new stitch from 
underneath to transfer it from the right hand to 
the left hand needle. There should now be tv/o 
stitches on the left hand needle. 




3 Repeat the above steps, knitting into 
the top stitch on the left needle and 
returning the new stitches from the right to the 
left needle until you have the required number 
of stitches. 



Knit stitch 

Similar to the cast on method (above), the knit stitch is the staple of all 
knitting (hence the name). Shown below is the English knitting style. 




I Once cast on. insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top 
stitch on the left needle. The right hand needle 
should sit behind the left hand one. Wrap the 
ball end of yarn anticlockwise around the tip of 
the right hand needle. 



2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of 
the v/rapped yarn through the original stitch 
to create a new one on the right hand needle. 



Slide the original stitch off the left hand 
needle. Repeat from step one. You are now 
knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with 
other stitches to create hundreds of different 
stitch patterns.

n Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, 

I pulling it taut (but not too tight). Carefully 
insert the right needle into the knot from front 
to back, passing under the left hand needle. 
Wrap the ball end of yarn anticlockwise around 
the point of the right needle. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 
original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of 
the left hand needle into the new stitch from 
underneath to transfer it from the right hand 
to the left hand needle. There should now be 
tv/o stitches on the left hand needle. 




3 Insert the right needle between the two 
stitches on the left needle and v;rap the yarn 
around the needle tip anticlockv/ise. Draw this 
loop through to make a stitch and slip it up and 
onto the left needle. Repeat this creating a new 
loop behind the last stitch and passing it left 
needle in front of the previous one. 



I With the ball end of the yarn at the front 
(toward you) insert the tip of the right hand 
needle ^nto the front loop of the first stitch from 
the right to left and with the right hand needle 
in front of the left hand needle. Wrap the ball 
end of the yarn anticlockwise around the right 
hand needle. 




2 Draw the needle backwards and 
upv/ards. forming a new stitch on the 
right hand needle. 




3 Once the nev/ stitch has been formed on the 
right hand needle you can let the loop from 
the left needle slide off the end. Repeat until all 
the stitches have been purled and you have 
complete the row. 



Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive 
this. It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the 
stitches on the needle. Hold the two r^eeces 
with the remaining stitches parallel. The loose 
end of yarn should be coming from the back 
needle and lyin.g to the right of the work, 
n Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and 
I insert it purlwise into the first stitch on the 
needle closest to you. Pull the yarn through but 
leave the stitch on the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitv/ise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 



3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2. 

repeat steps 3 and ^ until all stitches have 
been grafted. Insert the tapestry needle 
knitv/ise into the first stitch on the front needle 
and slide the stitch off. Before you pull the yam 
through this stitch insert the tapestry needle 
into the next stitch on the front needle purlwise 
and pull the yarn through, this time leaving the 
stitch on the needle. 





4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the 
first stitch on the back needle and 
slide It off. Before pulling the yarn through this 
stitch, insert the tapestry needle mto the next 
stitch on the back needle knitwise and pull the 
yarn through, leaving the stitch on the needle.

On the blocks 

BJoddng is the process of stretchingand shaping 
your finished items to create the correct 
dimensions from the pattern. It is also really 
useful for ensuring that pieces to be joined fit 
well together. There are a few different ways to 
achieve this, so check the information on the 
yam ball band and pick the most suitable option. 



Wet blocking 

Dampen the pieces so that they are wet 
through and gently push out excess v/ater. 
Spread the sections out on a towel to air dry. 
Use a tape measure to ensure each part is the 
correct dimensions to that of the pattern and 
pin into the required shape. 

For a more gentle option, try pinning it in 
place and lightly spritzing with a water spray. This 
Is ideal for really delicate materials like cashmere 
which can be damaged by too much water. 



Steam iron blocking 
Place a dampened doth on 
top of the sepa rate sections ' 
your knitting. Work gently over 
this with a very hot iron, be careful 
not to let the iron come into direct contact with the 
knittipgas it can damage the work. Continue to 
press the v/ork until the doth is dry and the knitted 
fibres have been loosened by the steara Then, 
pin the pieces to the desired shape and 
measurements and leave to set 



Beginning a seam 




With the pieces to be joined p'aced next to 
each other with right side up'.vards, thread the 
tapestry r^eedie and push it through the fabric 
after the first stitch, rroving the needle from front 
to back Then, take the needle and push it through 
after the first stitch on the second p:ece. moving 
the reedle from the back of the v/crk to the front. 
The yam will form a figure 8. Tug gently to secure 



Back stitch 




I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right 
sides together. Thread the loose end of 
yarn onto a tapestry needle. Start by 
stitching the tv/o outer edges together, 
then bring the needle through the two 
Oieces 1cm from back to front ahead of 
the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the 
position where the yarn emerged from the 
previous stitch. Return it to the front of the 
work, approx 1cm ahead of the stitch just made. 
Repeat this until the whole join is complete, 
working in a straight line. 



Mattress stitch 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to 
each other, hook the horizontal bar of the first 
stitch with the tapestry needle. Move to the 
other piece and hook the first horizontal bar of 
the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the 
next and pulling the yarn to tighten the jom. 



Joining cast off edges 




1 Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up 
I and wito the cast off edges touching. Thread 
a tapestry needle with the loose yarn and push 
this through the centre of the first stitch, and 
then in ard out through the centres o* two 
stitches on the opposite side 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 
and insert where it previously exited, 
bringing it out through the centre of the 
next stitch. Repeat this process alternating 
sides and stitching single stitches until the 
pieces are joined.

MEASURING DURING 
KNITTING: When a pattern 
asks you to knit to a specific 
length, it's important that you 
measure your work correctly. 
The main rule to remember is 
to measure straight up your 
work and to not follow the 
edges as they could well be 
shaped and won't give you 
the true measurement. 
Remember to be consistent 
too, decide on whether to 
measure from the cast on 
edge to above, or below, your 
needle and stick to it! 
Measuring below your needle 
will give you a little extra 
breathing space, if you feel 
you might need it

EMBROIDERING THE FACE: It'S really important to get a good 
expression on your toys. Angle a stitch the wrong way and they can 
easily go from cute to scary. Val Pierce is an expert on 
embroidering faces. Here are her top tips: 

• Always try out techniques on a test swatch before you begin 

• Look closely at the picture of the face you are going to copy, note 
the placing of the eyes, nose and mouth, and put markers on the 
toys face to identify where they should be worked 

• Practice the embroidery and be patient. If you do it wrong, 
unpick and start again, you will be glad you did when you see your 
finished toy 

• Noses for bigger toys can be worked using satin stitch, which is 
where lots of straight stitches are placed closely together to look 
like a solid area. Our octopus's eyes also use satin stitch
